INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


I HAVE  entrusted  the  Anderson  Galleries  with  the  disposal  of  this 
collection,  for  I feel  that  the  man  whose  business  it  is  to  travel  and 
collect  should  be  free  as  much  as  possible  from  the  care  of  disposing  of 
his  acquisitions.  His  case  is  analogous  to  that  of  an  artist  who  creates 
works  of  art,  for  he  cannot  help  doing  otherwise;  but  when  it  comes  to 
disposing  of  them,  he  finds  himself  treading  on  foreign  soil,  for  salesman- 
ship is  not  his  job. 

The  man  who  is  driven  by  passion  to  collecting  is  not  always  fortunate 
to  keep  on  accumulating;  he  has  to  dispose  in  order  to  go  on  to  satisfy  the 
yearning  to  explore  new  fields.  However,  he  finds  compensation  in  the 
process,  for  is  he  not  enjoying  the  handling  of  the  things  and  contributing 
to  the  enjoyment  and  education  of  others  by  distributing  them? 

I think  the  salesrooms  where  works  of  art  are  exhibited  to  the  public 
are  the  most  practical  of  all  institutions  whose  purpose  is  to  create  and 
stimulate  interest  in  the  faculty  of  appreciation  necessary  for  its  enjoy- 
ment; they  should  be  encouraged  by  patronage  of  art  lovers,  as  institutes 
and  museums  of  art  are  encouraged  by  donations  and  endowments.  They 
render  practical  educational  service  by  popularizing  appreciation  of  art. 

The  accompanying  catalogue  contains  descriptions  of  each  piece 
offered.  It  comprises  an  unusual  variety  of  objects,  each  having  a dis- 
tinctive cachet  and  a reason  for  its  inclusion  in  the  assembly. 

There  is  an  important  series  of  Greek  Vases  from  the  7th  century 
B.C.,  in  diverse  forms  and  decorations,  depicting  subjects  by  vivid  and 
masterful  drawings  from  the  life  of  an  advanced  civilization,  rational  like 
our  own,  but  removed  from  us  some  twenty-five  centuries.  There  are 
monumental  jars  of  glazed  earthenware  from  Parthia  and  Mesopotamia, 
grandiose  in  style,  which  convey  messages  from  the  great  traditional  era 
of  Asia  which  produced  them.  Numbers  of  glass  perfume  bottles  from 
Egypt  and  lands  dominated  by  the  ancient  Romans  are  in  their  pristine 
condition,  dealt  gently  with  by  the  hand  of  time,  as  though  aware  of  the 
nature  of  their  frailty.  These  bottles,  CEnochoae,  Amphorae,  represent 
varieties  of  form  and  technique;  they  are  engaging  to  the  extreme  by  the 
incomparable  lustre  encrustation  which  veils  them. 

Decorated  faience  of  the  Near  East,  undoubtedly  the  finest  decorated 
ceramic  known,  is  represented  by  a large  diversity  of  pieces  covering  all 
periods  from  the  early  times  of  Arab  rule ; many  of  these  pieces  have  been 
yielded  by  recent  excavations  on  the  sites  of  the  principal  cities  now  com- 
pletely obliterated.  The  decoration  and  style  of  such  early  specimens  are 
distinctly  reminiscent  of  the  style  seen  in  the  relics  of  earlier  Scythian 
civilization,  of  which  very  little  is  known.  Here  is  a discovery  of  archae- 
ological significance  which  might  afford  valuable  material  for  study. 
Bowls,  vases,  pitchers,  libation  cups  of  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries, 


are  known  by  the  elegance  of  their  shape,  their  enchanting  color  harmony 
and  exquisite  texture.  The  principal  museums  have  as  permanent  exhi- 
bitions a number  of  such  fine  pieces.  Recent  excavations  in  Persia  seem  to 
have  ceased  to  yield  these  highly  refined  types  of  pieces,  which  evidently 
were  the  products  of  this  civilization  when  it  had  reached  its  zenith.  Here 
is  an  opportunity  for  museums  to  secure  some  of  these  choice  specimens, 
which  are  not  to  be  met  with  frequently. 

From  time  immemorial,  Persia  has  been  famous  for  its  fabrics;  its 
looms  supplied  material  for  the  royal  garments  of  the  Emperors  of 
Byzantium.  This  tradition  found  a great  impulse  and  survived  by  the 
encouragement  of  the  memorable  dynasty  (Safavid)  of  Sufi  Kings  who 
ruled  Persia  during  the  16th-17th  centuries.  It  is  an  historical  fact  that 
Shah  Abbas,  the  Great,  summoned  to  his  capital,  Ispahan,  many  skilful 
artisans  and  established  a factory  of  textiles  under  his  patronage.  There 
are  numbers  of  pieces  in  the  collection  in  fine  preservation  from  the  royal 
looms;  they  are  of  a quality  not  to  be  excelled  anywhere,  and  are  of  infinite 
variety  of  patterns.  The  inclusion  of  such  specimens  in  museum  collec- 
tions will  serve  an  immense  educational  purpose  for  students  and  designers. 
Persian  artisans  are  responsible  for  the  velvets  made  in  Asia  Minor,  of 
which  there  are  several  of  the  best,  amongst  the  finest  known,  included 
here. 

A series  of  remarkably  fine  17th  century  Asia  Minor  rugs  is  in- 
cluded in  the  collection,  of  which  the  silk  stitched  Ghiordes  is  the  finest 
(No.  430)  and  is  indeed  by  far  the  finest  rug  of  the  kind  known.  The 
Asia  Minor  rugs  of  the  period  mentioned  represent  a true  spirit  of 
Saracenic  decorative  pattern  uninfluenced  by  foreign  elements;  their 
texture  and  quality  are  incomparable.  (No.  426.)  These  rugs  have  not 
met  in  this  country  the  appreciation  they  deserve.  Mr.  Ballard  was 
amongst  the  first  to  come  within  the  range  of  their  appeal,  and  thanks 
to  his  foresight  and  generosity,  the  Metropolitan  Museum  is  richer  in 
this  field. 

Exquisitely  painted  palace  doors  (Nos.  422  and  423),  and  a panel  of 
enamelled  tiles  depicting  the  end  of  a day  of  a royal  hunting  expedition 
(No.  424),  and  the  large  spandrel  composed  of  one  hundred  charmingly 
enamelled  tiles  (No.  425),  once  adorned  the  interior  of  the  Imperial  Pavil- 
ion of  Hasht-Bahisht  (Eight  Paradises),  built  by  Shah-Suleiman  about 
1670.  It  is  gratifying  that  these  important  portions  of  interior  decoration 
of  the  palace  should  come  down  to  us  in  such  a perfect  condition.  Here  the 
skill  of  the  court  painter  and  decorator  aimed  to  produce  an  enchanting 
atmosphere  to  please  his  Imperial  patron,  and  in  that  the  artist  succeeded 
completely.  Such  glowing  colors,  and  the  romantic  scenes  depicted,  create  a 
strange  appeal  to  our  own  inner  emotions  and  remove  us  to  the  courtly 
atmosphere  of  romance  and  poetry  where  they  formerly  stood.

A masterful 
piece  of  the  creative  art  of  the  Safavid  dynasty. 

Ispahan,  the  renowned,  as  its  traditional  title  of  Nisf-i-Jahan  (half 
the  world)  implies,  was  the  metropolis  of  Persia  from  the  16th  to 
the  18th  century. 
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IMPORTANT  PAIR  OF  PALACE  DOORS 

PERSIA,  ISPAHAN,  17TH  CENTURY 
Removed  from  the  Imperial  Palace  of  Hasht-Bahisht  (Eight  Para- 
dises) at  Ispahan,  ancient  capital  of  Persia  and  seat  of  Sufi  kings 
(safavis),  where  it  adorned  the  entrance  into  Anderun  (the  ladies’ 
apartment) . Made  of  cedarwood  and  covered  over  with  fine  lacquer 
coat,  ornamented  in  paintings  of  glowing  colors  and  gold  on  golden- 
red  background.  It  shows  panels  designed  as  niches  filled  with 
blossoming  flowers,  roses  and  singing  birds  recalling  spring  and 
rose  gardens  of  Shiraz  sung  by  Sufi  poets.  These  panels  are  framed 
in  painted  borders  showing  compartments  and  medallions  of  roses 
and  foliated  scrolls.  A delightful  and  enchanting  work  of  art  of 
decorative  significance,  and  in  a perfect  state  of  preservation.

Removed  from  Birun  (the  men’s  apartment)  of  the  Imperial  Palace 
of  Hasht-Bahisht  at  Ispahan,  where  it  stood  as  one  of  the  principal 
interior  decorations.  It  shows  a complete  design  enframed  by  a 
border  of  brilliant  blue,  designed  in  yellow,  green  and  aubergine, 
with  ivory-white  reserve  showing  floriated  continued  scroll  pattern. 
The  field  is  lemon-yellow  with  design  in  green,  aubergine,  blue  and 
tan,  depicting  a scene  denoting  the  end  of  a royal  hunting  expedition. 
A youthful  monarch  (for  he  wears  a crown)  stands  on  one  end  of 
the  picture  mounted  on  a superb  stallion ; he  carries  an  umbrella  in 
one  hand  and  points  with  the  other  in  the  direction  of  the  Palace 
gate,  which  stands  on  the  opposite  extreme  end  of  the  picture;  in 
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between,  attendants  are  hurrying  towards  the  gate,  one  of  them 
carrying  a young  boar  on  his  shoulder,  and  mounting  the  stairs  to 
the  gate.  A hound  realistically  drawn  is  a prominent  member  of  the 
procession,  and  appears  completely  satisfied  with  the  achievement 
of  the  day.  The  landscape  effect  is  conveyed  vividly  in  the  manner 
characteristic  of  the  masters  of  Persian  miniature  painters  of  this 
period,  who  found  generous  encouragement  under  the  patronage  of 
the  Kings  of  this  dynasty.  The  harmony  achieved,  with  the  com- 
bination of  such  vivid  colors  and  the  masterful  drawing  of  the 
subject,  is  a noteworthy  feature  of  this  object.

Palace  of  Hasht-Bahisht  at  Ispahan,  where  it  stood  as  one  of  the 
principal  interior  decorations.  It  is  designed  in  enamel  in  vivid  colors 
emphasized  in  slight  reliefs,  and  enframed  in  a border  of  white 
ground  showing  an  interlaced  floriated  pattern  in  intense  blue, 
yellow,  aubergine  and  green.  The  field  is  of  vivid  blue  ornamented 
in  yellow,  aubergine,  green  and  pale  red.  It  depicts  a scene  from 
the  renowned  poetical  work  of  Jami,  named  Yusuf  and  Zulaikha 
(Joseph  and  Potiphar’s  wife).  Joseph  is  pictured  as  a Persian 
youth  with  a radiating  halo  around  his  head.  Holding  a fruit  dish, 
he  enters  from  a large  palatial  gate  into  an  orchard.  A number  of 
ladies  in  different  costumes  are  promenading  or  seated  in  groups 
among  trees  of  pomegranate  and  other  fruits  are  shown  as  sur- 
prised at  the  beauty  of  the  intruder  to  a point  of  convulsion;  some 
drop  the  fruit  baskets;  another  places  both  her  hands  on  her 
forehead  as  a sign  of  deep  emotion,  while  the  most  unfortunate  of 
all  cuts  her  finger  with  a knife  which  she  is  using  in  partaking  of 
fruit.  Deer  and  stag  rest  gracefully,  and  look  on  in  amazement. 
A nightingale  sings,  and  the  peacock  is  conspicuous  with  her  stately 
poise.  Birds-of-Paradise  are  in  flight  on  the  clouded  sky.  The  scene 
on  the  whole  creates  a most  enchanting  atmosphere,  full  of  the  poetry 
and  romance  worthy  of  an  Oriental  court.
